Kyoko Takata was born in 
Kyushu, Japan, but lived for many 
years in Tokyo. She is a scholarship 
‘student studying liberal arts and 
majoring in English. She attended 
the Kyoto prefectural women’s 
college before coming here. The 
school system in Japan has under- 
gone many changes in_ recent 
years, says Kyoto, especially in 
making it possible for girls to re- 
ceive higher education. Her father 
is an instructor in “Kendo,” fenc- 
ing, in Japan. Her elder brother is 
a journalist with the Asahi News 
in Tokyo. She has two younger 
brothers and a younger sister, who 
is a pianist. Kyoko things Mon- 
terey is very picturesque; San 
Francisco is more like Tokyo, she 
says. She plans to teach English, 
perhaps in middle school, when she 
returns to Japan. 

Liu Houng Sung attended agri- 
cultural college in Formosa before 
coming here to study English and 
Public Speaking in preparation for 
graduate work. He plans to do re- 
search on plant breeding at one of 
the universities. Sung, who is 
Chinese, has a brother on Taiwan, 
and a married sister living in Japan. 
He likes the friendliness he has 
found here; California, he said, is 
very like Taiwan. He also plans to 
employ the knowledge he gains to 
benefit his people. 

Sam Wiah was born in Liberia, 


West Africa. He worked with the. 


U.S. Government in Monrovia be- 
fore coming here to study liberal 


arts. He has a father, mother, and’ 


six sisters in Liberia. Sam says he 
has been deeply influenced by the 
spirit of the founding fathers in 
America who principles are shared 
by his people. | 

In Cha Kim was born in Korea 
and attended Inchon girls school 
before coming here to study chem- 
istry. Her father is a salt producer 
in Korea. She has one brother and 
one married sister.

Foreign Student From Greece Enjoys 
Monterey Peninsula-American Living 


After a long journey which started in Athens, Greece 
and ended in Monterey, Myrto Macris, MPC’s only exchange 
student from Greece, could only gasp these words in describing 
the Peninsula. 

“It’s absolutely beautiful,” she said. “It’s typical of Swe- 
den’s green landscape and Greece’s mild climate. I'll never 
have to worry about being homesick.” 


Myrto has much to compare the 
Monterey Peninsula with. This 
summer she traveled extensively 
throughout Europe, stopping in 
Austria, Sweden, Denmark and 
England. She received a Fullbright 
Foundation travel grant for her 
trip from Greece to San Francisco. 
The foundation then helped her to 
obtaind a foreign student scholar- 
ship at MPC. 

This Grecian student was born 
in the city of Athens where she 
spent most of her early childhood. 
She spent ten years in Sweden be- 
fore going back to Greece in 1948 
to complete her high school educ- os
